They know that 
drinking doesn't pay; that it's smart to 
abstain; that many of our best known 
athletes, politicians, and business men ab- 
stain, and believe it the wisest policy . . «

He comments further: 

“The narrative is ambiguous; 
one who concludes that the inci- 
dent of the young man in Nain 
(Luke 7:11-17) was a case of 
premature burial, and that the 
facts behind the didactic drama 
of the raising of Lazarus (John 
11:1-46) cannot be recovered, will 
take the view that the girl was 
roused from a state of coma. We 


know too little about the moments | 


preceding and following ‘death’ to 
dogmatize on the subject.’19 

Mr. Taylor tells us we cannot 
“dogmatize” on what the Bible 
says; it might be true and it might 
be false! He suggests you believe 
that Jairus’ daughter was 
asleep, that the widow of Nain’s 
son really hadn't died yet and they 
were trying to bury him prema- 
turely, and that it 
to get the true facts about Laza- 
rus. To him, such reasoning takes 
care of all the problems about 
things which might appear “mira- 
culous” and therefore embarras- 
sing to the modernist. 

Wilbert F. Howard agrees with 
Taylor and says about the resur- 
rection of Lazarus: 

“This is surely the language of 
symbolism, as also is the command 
which ends the story, Unbind him, 
and let him go. 

“It is useless to ask what was 
the event in the early tradition 
which John has adapted and re- 
told in his own way and for the 
purpose declared in 20:31....The 
difference between revival immedi- 
ately after death, and resurrection 
after four days, is so great as to 
raise doubts about the historicity 
of this story, especially in view 
of the unimaginable details in vs. 
44."'20 

In other words, it never really 
happened; the writer of John’s 
Gospel picked up some “tradition” 
and fixed it up to suit his own 
avowed purpose in seeking to 
prove John 20:31 that “Jesus is 
the Christ, the Son of God.” You 
and I would call it “an unscrupu- 
lous fraud’; I don’t know what 
Mr. Howard calls it. 

Mr. Taylor tells us that Peter, 
James and John merely “dreamed,” 
after the fashion of all mystics, 


the transfiguration account! He 
writes: 
“At length, ‘heavy with sleep’ 


(Luke 9:32), the disciples slum- 
bered. What followed was a vision, 
perhaps that of Peter only, such 
as mystics the world over have 


experience all the religious and 
psychological antecedents were 
present. The vision of Moses and 
Elijah, the representatives of the 
law and the prophets, confirmed 
Peter’s bold confession, ‘You are 
the Messiah.’ In accordance with 
Old Testament analogies the cloud 
was the dwelling place of God, the 
heavenly vehicle whence came the 
words: “This is my Son, my Be- 
loved; listen to him.’ ’’21! 

Then he tells us that “when 
the disciples awoke” from their 
sleep the only one they saw was 
Jesus! Hence, in his estimation, 
the transfiguration scene is lower- 
ed to the par of a nightmare from 
eating too much apple pie and 
cheese before retiring!

is quite inconsistent with the evi- 
dence elsewhere, even of Acts it- 
self.. There is, of course, no hint 
elsewhere that the apostles ever 
made use of such a gift in their 
missionary labors; nor would it 
have been necessary in a world 
where the Greek Koine was al- 
most universally understood.’’24 

In other words, Luke wanted us 
to think there was something “mi- 
raculous” about it, but Wwe are 
too smart to swallow it, says Mr. 
Macgregor. 

Mr. Ferris again concurs, say- 
ing: “The interpreter is confront- 
ed here, as in so many other places 
in the Bible, with the question of 
how much he will defer to these 
facts that have been revealed by 
the scholars and how much he 
will follow the text as it is.”2 

Admittedly, the “scholars,” that 
is the carefully selected infidel 
scholars of The Interpreter’s Bi- 
ble, and “the Bible” do disagree, 
and you will have to take your 
choice as to whom you will be- 
lieve. Personally, I prefer to un- 
questionably believe and accept 
the message of the Bible, the Word 
of God! 

Mr. Ferris tells us we are mis- 
taken also in thinking Paul raised 
Eutychus from the dead. He com- 
ments: 

“It is quite obvious that Luke 
thinks that Paul brought the boy 
back to life. The _ story itself 
seems to indicate that, whereas 
the boy looked dead and the peo- 
ple thought he was dead, Paul 
could see that he was not really 
dead at all. It is almost exactly 
parallel to the story of Jesus rais- 
ing the daughter of Jairus. ‘She 
is not dead, but sleepeth’ (Luke 
8:41 ff.). What we find in this 
story is the willingness, yes, the 
eager desire of,people to attribute 
to someone they both admire and 
trust, acts of superhuman power. 
Whether or not the stories are 
historically accurate, this much 
can be said of them: the fact that 
they were circulated indicates the 
kind of person about whom such 
a story could be widely circulated. 
Granted that Paul did not raise a 
young man from the dead, the 
fact that people could ‘easily be- 
lieve that he did strongly sug- 
gests that Paul was a man of such 
overflowing vitality and spiritual 
energy that it was not at all im- 
possible for his contemporaries to 
believe that he actually made a 
dead man alive again.’’26 

Again we find Mr. Macgregor 
in agreement. He says: 

“The incident with reference to 
Eutychus at Troas is suspect by 
many critics because his restora- 
tion to life recalls certain O. T. 
miracles (cf. Elijah’s action in I 
Kings 17:21 and Elisha’s in II 
Kings 4:34-35). But no miracle 
is necessarily implied. Luke cer- 
tainly says that Eutychus was 
‘taken up dead,’ and the inference 
may be intended that Paul restor- 


ed him to life. But equally the 
wording may mean that all 
thought him dead but that 


Paul going down to investigate 
discovered that he was not 
Luke's view of the incident may 
well have been the same as that 
of Philostratus who, after telling 
how~Apollonius of Tyana restored 
a girl to life, remarks: ‘Now 
whether he detected some spark 
of life in her, , . . or whether life 
was really extinct, neither 
I myself nor those who were pres- 
ent could decide.’ "27 However, Mr. 
Macgregor, as a minister of the 
Gospel, ought to concede that the 
Holy Spirit might know the truth 
more accurately than Philostra- 
tus! Luke, remember, wrote by in- 
spiration! 

Mr. Macgregor sees. nothing 
miraculous about the viper’s biting 
Pay at Malta without harming 
him. He says: 

“There are today no poisonous 
Snakes on Malta, and it has been 
Suggested that this was the Coro- 
nella Austriaka, which bites 
though it has no poison fangs. In 
any case Luke, and certainly the 
onlookers, thought that the snake 
was poisonous and that it had 
struck Paul, and not merely coiled 
around his hand. Luke probably 


sees here a fulfillment of the 
promise given in Luke 10:19 ., .’’28 
Note with what nonchalance 


these “scholars” admit Bible wri- 
ters believed and taught that vari- 
ous incidents were really miracu- 
lous, but then go on to say that 
they were probably mistaken! 

Mr. Ferris, as would be expect- 
ed, joins Mr. Macgregor in such a 
conclusion. He writes:

Should every sin be con- 
fessed separately? 

If one is born again, he may 
fall into bad sins as did Peter and 
Lot and David and Samson. One’s 
getting to Heaven does not depend 
on whether every sin is confessed 
separately. All were confessed to- 
gether when one repented, trust- 
ing Christ for salvation, However, 
one who is truly born again has 
a new heart, a heart that loves 
God, hates sin, and wants to do 
right. So one who is truly convert- 
ed cannot go on happily in sin 
continuously. He may sin but his 
own heart rebukes him and the 
Spirit of God within him is griev- 
ed. So it is wrong to suppose that 
a Christian is just like a lost sin- 
ner in his heart, for he is not. A 
Christian loves God and when he 
discovers he has sinned, he feels 
reproof in his heart. 


Do not make a distinction be- 
tween murder and adultery on the 
one hand and other sins on the 
other hand. Any sin is enough to 
send a person to Hell if it were 
not under the blood of Christ, If 
you yourself, a nice, good Chris- 
tian woman, had a bit of pride 
or selfishness in your heart, then, 
if murder would send a Christian 
to Hell, your sin of pride or self- 
ishness which perhaps nobody in 
the world knew but God, would 
send you to Hell. But your sins, 
if you have trusted in Christ, are 


“From the earliest experiences 
of humanity snakes have had a 
way of spoiling things. In this 
case everyone assumed that the 
snake was poisonous, Whether it 
was or not is beside the point.

The 
term “day” here is general, not 


specific. In John 9:4, Jesus said, 
“I must work while it is 
day ”" though obviously He 


meant all of His ministry, day af- 
ter day, instead of one single day 
alone. 

In II Corinthians 6:2 we are 
told, now is the accepted 
time; behold, now’is the day of 
salvation.” The term “day of sal- 
vation” means not one day but 
many, a whole time of opportuni- 
ty for salvation. 


Throughout the Bible, particu- 
larly in the Old Testament, the 
term “the day of the Lord” is 
mentioned, and the many events 
that are foretold to occur in “the 
day of the Lord” show that it is 
an extended period of time which 
will include Christ’s return in 
glory and power, His reign upon 
the earth, the resurrection of the 
unsaved dead at the close of His 
millennial reign, and His judg- 
ment. 

In I Thessalonians 5:5 the Scrip- 
ture says, “Ye are all the children 
of light, and the children of the 
day . ’ But it does not mean 
children of one particular 24-hour 
day. He means children of day- 
time and light, not children of 
darkness. So John 6:39, 49, 44, and 
24, it seems to me, refer to a 
whole period’ of time which will 


include the first resurrection, and | 


many other events to follow, all 
of them in a future period of time 
called “the last day.”

Sometimes modernists who do 
not believe the Bible say they do 
not believe in bodily resurrection 
but in spiritual resurrection, in the 
spiritual resurrection of Jesus, for 
example, But it is not the spirit 
of Jesus which was dead, and not 
the spirit which was raised.

ing of the cross would be foolish- 
ness to them. 

Then he thinks of the Gospel 
which he heralds and his cheek is 
free from blush, Yes! even Rome 
must yield to the dynamic of the 
divine message. Paul takes stock of 
both sides in the opposing forces 
and then shouts in victory, “As 
much as in me is’’—to the limit 


of my resources, though I die in) 


the doing of it, though they throw 
my body to the lions, though they 
burn me at the stake—‘‘as much 
as in me is, I am ready to preach 
the gospel to you that are at 
Rome also, For I am not ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ: for it is 
the power of God unto salvation to 
every one that believeth” (vss. 15, 
16). 

What was the reason for the 
apostolic confidence? Why was 
Paul not ashamed of the Gospel? 
What was the ground of his fear- 
lessness? Why was he not asham- 
ed and why need we never be? 

There are several reasons and all 
suggested in our text, 


1. Because of ITS EFFICACY 


It was and is “POWER.” The 
word that Paul uses means DY- 
NAMITE. 

It is not just an explanation; it 
is Heaven-sent explosive. It is not 
dope; it is dynamite. It isn’t an- 
aesthetic; it is atomic, The Chris- 
tian message is not just a philo- 
sophy, but a revolutionary, trans- 
forming force. 

The Gospel had been amazingly 
and personally powerful in Paul’s 
own life. He had made a spiritual 
experiment and glorious discovery. 
Paul’s enthusiasm for Jesus Christ 
and the Gospel is one of the most 
perplexing problems of history. 


Previously he had been an avowed 
and enthusiastic enemy of every 
follower of Christ. His hatred was 
not merely passive. He was alarm- 
ed at the spread of this new here- 
sy and the heat of his anger boiled 
to a persecuting fury.

breathed out “threatenings and 
Slaughter against the disciples of 
the Lord” (Acts 9:1). 

He looked on with savage joy 
while Stephen, the first Christian 
martyr, was stoned into the glories 
of a kingdom which he had then 
no eye of faith to discern. 

To lessen the bigotry, quench the 
fury, and to turn the tide of such 
a mind, and to do it suddenly, some 
great power must have been 
into play. The power 


around must be supernatural pow- 
er. He was now prepared to lose 
friends and fame and fortune for 
the sake of the Saviour, He could 
glory in reproach and suffering 
for Christ’s sake. He had become 
so filled with a new devotion, so 
separated unto the Gospel as to 
entirely renounce the world which 
he had known and loved, 

Paul knew the power of the 
Gospel had been efficacious in his 
own experience and he need not 
be ashamed. He had seen that 
power in Stephen as Paul had stood 
and watched that saint stoned to 
death. He knew the power was real 
and vital, and truly transforming. 
It must and would work even in 
Rome, The apostle was not asham- 
ed and we must never be ashamed. 
It did, and will work in Rome or 
Reno; Toronto or Timbuctoo; New 
York of Yokahama. The Gospel 
has power to touch and transform. 
It works and makes men wonder. 
Millions can say with the man 
whom Christ miraculously healed 
during His earthly ministry, “One 
thing I know, that, whereas I was 
blind, now I see” (John 9:25). 

The Gospel works, saves, won- 
derfully transforms, It is efficaci- 
ous. 

“It’s real, it’s real; 

Oh! I know it’s real: 

Praise God, the doubts are set- 
tled, 

For I know, I know it’s real.” 


2. He Was Not Ashamed 
Because of ITS 
DIVINITY

How Christians Hinder 
Revival 

Who hinders Chnrst’s work? 
First of all, the idle Christian hin- 
ders His work. Christians are not 
made to be idle. They are not 
made to be dumb. They are not 
made for their lips to be sealed 
so that they give forth no testi- 
mony to the dying around them, 
Christians are made to be busy. 
Christians are left in the world 
to be active, to be active for Jesus 
Christ.
